Palin to hit small cities 
on her memoir tour

By now, nearly everyone with a TV has seen 
the teases for former Alaska Gov Sarah Palin’s 
appearance Monday on Oprah Winfrey’s show 
(Is Levi Johnston welcome at Thanksgiving 
dinner? Does she hate Katie Couric?) 

Thanks to a sloppy stock clerk at an undis- 
closed bookstore, there have been plenty of 
leaks from Palin’s memoir, “Going Rogue,” 
which officially hits bookstores Tuesday 

The Palin publicity blitz has begun, and if it 
has elements of apolitical campaign, a Twitter feed 
and that of a top-tier rock band touring second-tier 
cites, well, that’s by design. 

Palin, who taped her appearance on Oprah last 
week, kicks off her tour Tuesday at a Barnes & Noble 
in Grand Rapids, Mich. She’ll swing through small 
cities such as Fort Wayne, Ind., Washington, Pa., 
Roanoke, Va.— places where she had triumphant 
appearances last year on the campaign trial as Sen. 
John McCain’s vice presidential running mate. 

“I’ve decided to stop in cities that are not usually 
included in a typical book tour,” Palin wrote on her 
Facebook page, which has been her chief mode of 
communicating since she stepped down as Alaska 
governor in July

There’s some juicy campaign trail gossip, writes the Associated Press 
reporter who last week tracked down a copy of “Going Rogue.” In it, Palin 
reportedly claims as much as $50,000 of the legal bills she amassed while she 
was governor of Alaska came from the vetting the McCain campaign did of 
her as a vice presidential candidate. 

There’s also plenty of media bashing, according to an excerpt leaked to 
the Drudge Report Web site. Palin was barred even from talking to the 
reporters on her campaign plane, according to the excerpt of her book. 

As for the book’s rogue appearance before its release Tuesday? Palin 
bemoans it on— you guessed it— her Facebook page. ‘As is expected,” she 
complains, “the AP and a number of subsequent media outlets are errone- 
ously reporting the contents of the book.” 

“Keep your powder dry, read the book, and enjoy it!” Palin added. 


NASA nerds blast off to tweetup 

Twitter fans will have front-row seats Monday at launch of shuttle Atlantis

About 100 of NASA’s geekiest fans will be 
on hand Monday, pecking away at iPhones, 
BlackBerrys, laptops and other Twittering gad- 
gets. 

They plan to let loose with electronic mes- 
sages— provided they aren’t so swept away by 
the afternoon liftoff of space shuttle Atlantis 
that they fall uncharacteristically silent for a 
moment or two. 

“I’ll be uploading stuff as it happens,” prom- 
ised Steve Wake, 38, a computer programmer 
who flew in from Denver. 


Laura Burns figures she’ll have the words 
typed in and her finger hovering over the but- 
ton so she can send a tweet at the moment of 
liftoff 

“I’ll have to be like juggling my iPhone and 
my camera and my eyes, and trying to get every- 
thing all at once,” said Burns, 33, a software sys- 
tems engineer from Columbia, Md. She’s using 
the Twitter name “moonrangerlaura” to chroni- 
cle her entire trip— including the drive to Cape 
Canaveral and a pit stop for Moon Pies. 

For the first time ever, NASA last month 
invited its Twitter followers to sign up online 


for the chance to see a space shuttle launch up 
close. 

The 100 slots and 50 backup positions filled 
in less than 20 minutes Oct. 16. 

The two- day gathering got under way 
Sunday at Kennedy Space Center with 
talks by NASA bigwigs, including the first 
Twittering astronaut, Michael Massimino, 
aka Astro. The discussions were streamed live 
on the Internet, and the tweetup gathering 
was near the top of Twitter’s trending topics 
Sunday morning. 

The tweeps, as they’re called, represent 21

After riding shotgun with her text-happy for- 
mer roommate, Jinny Yi couldn’t take it any- 
more. 

“She would be texting while driving with her 
knees,” said Yi, 31, who lives on the Gold Coast. 
“It was really scary” 

Yi eventually stopped accepting rides from 
her friend and started offering to drive. 

“Texting is probably one of the worst things 
to do while driving because it’s so distracting,” 
she said. 

It’s not just distracting. Starting Jan. i, texting 
while driving will be illegal in Illinois. The state 
will join 18 other states, including California 
and New Y^rk, that have texting bans. In late 
September, President Obama signed an execu- 
tive order banning federal workers from tex- 
ting while driving on the job or in government- 
owned vehicles. 

Texting drivers are 23 times more likely to get 
into a crash than drivers who were not distract- 
ed, according to a Virginia Tech Transportation 
Institute study released in July That’s more of a 
risk than dialing or talking on a cell phone. Drivers 
texting had their eyes off the road for 4.6 seconds, 
equal to the time it would take to drive down a 
football field at 55 mph, the study showed. 

Despite these and other studies that show 
the dangers of texting while driving— a test by 
Car and Driver Magazine found texting was 
worse than drunk driving when it came to driv- 
ers’ response times— the behavior ranked sur- 
prisingly low in a recent poll about distracting 
car behaviors. 

In a LeaseTrader.com survey of more than 
3,000 drivers released last month, men ranked 
road rage frustration, eating and drinking and 
checking out other drivers more dangerous 
than texting while driving. Women listed kids 
in the car, putting on makeup and messing with 
the radio as the top dangers. 

“That’s weird. I think texting is way more 


In addition to the upcoming statewide texting 
ban, Chicago has had a law on the books since 
July 2005 to ticket drivers on cell phones not 
using a hands-free device. 

But this year, the number of tickets issued 
for using cell phones while driving is down 
drastically compared to the past few years. 
From January to Oct. 30 this year, 2,403 
tickets were written. That’s down from the 
7,584 tickets in all of 2008, 17,413 in 2007, 
and 13,433 in 2006, according to statistics 
compiled by the traffic division of the Cook 
County circuit court and provided by the 
Chicago Police Department. 


dangerous,” said Caroline O’Hare, 24, who lives 
in Old Town. “You’re not looking at the road, 
you’re looking at your phone.” 

Meanwhile, the use of texting continues to 
skyrocket. More than 740 billion texts were 
reportedly sent in the first half of 2009, nearly 
double compared to last year, according to 
CTIA, an association that represents the wire- 
less telecommunications industry 

Drivers don’t need new technology to be 
distracted, said John Sternal, spokesman for 
LeaseTrader.com, an online marketplace for 
car lease transfers. Sternal said he’s seen drivers 
use electric razors in the car and knows drivers 
look at other drivers. 

“Let’s face it. I’m guilty of this too,” Sternal 
said. “I’m a guy; guys like to look. Ydu take your 
eyes off the road to send a text message and see 
who the pretty girl is— the bottom line is, your 
eyes are off the road.” 

Driver distraction was reported to be 
involved in 16 percent of fatal crashes and 
21 percent of injury crashes in 2008, according to 
statistics released in September by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration. The 
under-20 age group had the greatest proportion 


of distracted drivers involved in fatal crashes 
followed by drivers between the ages of 20 to 
29, NHTSA stats showed. Specific distractions 
were not broken out. 

“Texting right now is perhaps the most egre- 
gious act of distracted driving that involves 
technology that is occurring on our roads 
today,” said Henry Haupt, spokesman for the 
Illinois Secretary of State’s office. “When 
an individual has their hands off the steering 
wheel, their eyes are off the road and they’re 
busy composing a message, the question is. 


‘Who’s driving the car?’ ” 

Despite the number of studies that show the 
dangers, despite the growing bans, texting is 
just too tempting for drivers like Paul Lescieux, 
who says he can’t resist checking messages. 

The 1 8 -year-old Hinsdale student said he’s 
aware he gets distracted from driving when he 
reads and responds to texts in the car, but, “It 
saves time and sometimes you need to give an 
immediate answer.” 

“I know it’s bad,” he said. “There’s no real

Consider this the next time you ride Chicago Transit 
Authority buses and trains, or wonder why it always 
seems like the transit agency is asking for a government 
bailout: 

The average fare collected by the CTA is 98 cents, 
according to the transit agency That takes into account 
full-priced fares, reduced fares, passes and free rides. 

The cost for the CTA to provide service averages $7 per 
ride, including some capital costs such as maintenance and 
some system improvements. 

The cost per ride jumps to $9.90 if major projects such 
as the ongoing Brown Line capacity-expansion project or 
the planned extensions of the Red, Orange and Yellow/ 
Skokie Swift Lines are factored in, CTA officials said. 

So even with the public funding subsidies the CTA 
receives, the agency lurches from one budget crisis to the 
next. 

That’s precisely the case following a funding deal Gov. 
Pat Quinn brokered last week to forestall CTA fare hikes 
for two years. The fare increases would have boosted some 
fares to $3 beginning in February, generating $83 million in 
new revenue annually 

Though fare increases are off the table, the new funding 
won’t be enough for the CTA to cancel service cuts totaling 
$95.6 million scheduled to go into effect Feb. 7. 

The reduction in service will trigger massive CTA 
employee layoffs. It also sets the stage for the toughest 
negotiations in recent memory between the transit agency 
and its powerful unions. 

Labor expenses account for more than 65 percent of 
the CTA’s $1.27 billion operating budget in 2010. At every 
opportunity CTA officials are mounting a case that the 
agency’s unionized workers, who have received annual sal- 
ary increases and endured no unpaid furlough days, must 
step up and be part of the solution, just like non-union 
CTA employees have been forced to do.

Which is nothing new in the world of improv iO 
Chicago, the famed improvisation company and 
school, has had students drive from Detroit for 
classes. Second City once had a student who flew 
in every week from Georgia. But Thomas Crane is 
special. He is 24 and unemployed. Until recently 
he served as MC at a dance club. After seeing iO 
on a TV report about improv, he decided to take 
a class where Chris Farley, his favorite comic, was 
educated. 

But the commute sucks. 

Crane lives in Blanchard, Okla., closer to Texas 
than Tulsa. Every Thursday for the past month 
he has climbed into his 2006 Scion and driven 
840 miles to Chicago— for a three-hour class on 


Fridays. Immediately after class, he gets in his 
Scion and drives home, another 840 miles. 

He wonders if he can keep it up; the plan is to 
take classes for a year. But gas costs $150 a week; 
then there’s one night in a hotel, every week. 

“This is definitely insane. I know it is. I really 
am a sane person. Still, this is not the most intel- 
ligent thing you could probably do. You think ‘Oh, 
I can slam 1,700 miles a week!’ Then on the drive 
back, you start talking to yourself, and maybe, you 
know, you even start making videotapes of your- 
self talking to yourself, because you have got to do 
something and talk to someone, you know?” 

Sure, but 840 miles— what is that in drive time, 
each way? 

“Oh, that’s like 15 hours,” he said. “Depending on 
the traffic.”

Gitmo inmates could be 
moved to Illinois prison 

CHICAGO Gov. Pat Quinn says selling a prison in rural north- 
west Illinois to the federal government is a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity to create jobs in the struggling area. 

But plans to sell the prison that would then be used to house 
some detainees from the Guantanamo Bay detention center in 
Cuba is creating controversy because of safety concerns. 

Federal officials are expected at Thomson Correctional Center 
on Monday to inspect the prison. 

Quinn says Illinois is being considered along with at least two 
other cities in Colorado and Montana. 

President Barack Obama wants alleged terrorism suspects from 
the military-run center to be transferred to U.S. soil so they can be 
prosecuted. 

The plan to use the Thomson facility about 150 miles west of 
Chicago, was first reported by the Chicago Tribune. 

It is unclear how many Guantanamo detainees— many held 
without charges since the beginning of the war in Afghanistan— 
would be transferred to Illinois or when.

GREEN BAY, Wis. Charles Woodson wouldn’t 
let the Green Bay Packers’ season slip 
away 

The veteran cornerback forced two 
fumbles and picked off a pass by Tony 
Romo on the goal line as Green Bay’s 
defense finally played up to its potential 
against a big-time opponent, beating the 
Dallas Cowboys 17-7 on Sunday The win 
gave the Packers sole possession of second 
place in the NFC North. 

It wasn’t a pretty win for the Packers 
(5-4), but it might have saved their season 
after back-to-back demoralizing losses. 

“It seemed like guys had a lot of passion 
out there today for the game,” Woodson 
said. “Where it came from, I don’t know, 
but we were happy to have it and got a big 
win for this team. We’ve got to have that 
passion every week, and it’s got to show up 
on the field.” 

The Packers sacked Romo five times 
and allowed the Cowboys to convert only 
three of 12 third-down chances. It was a 
momentum-killer for the Cowboys (6-3), 
who had won four straight. 

Dallas also lost starting right tackle 
Marc Colombo to a broken left fibula. 

“Their defense is good, they’ve got a 
good scheme,” Romo said. “I don’t know 
how they are normally, but today they 


definitely got good pressure on the quar- 
terback, slowed our running game, and 
they played good behind it. The secondary, 
they’ve got good players.” 

The defense’s dominant performance 
bailed out an offense that looked lost in 
the first half 

Aaron Rodgers rallied the Packers after 
halftime, scoring on a quarterback sneak 
and throwing a touchdown pass to tight 
end Spencer Havner. Afterward, Rodgers 
acknowledged that players knew fans were 
writing them off after back-to-back losses 
to Minnesota and Tampa Bay 

“I think a lot of people were thinking 
this was going to be the end of our road,” 
Rodgers said. 

Favre does it again 

Even when Sidney Rice is tightly covered, 
Brett Favre isn’t afraid to fire a pass down- 
field. 

Favre’s new favorite receiver just keeps 
fighting through the contact and coming 
up with the ball, perhaps finally making 
Minnesota fans forget Randy Moss. 

Favre passed for a season-high 344 yards, 
201 to Rice, and the Vikings overcame 
several self-inflicted setbacks to beat the 
Detroit Lions 27-10 on Sunday 

“Sidney never surprises me,” said Adrian 
Peterson, who rushed for 133 yards and two 
touchdowns. 

Thanks to Favre’s arrival at quarterback 
and a summer spent working out with 
some of the game’s greatest receivers. Rice 
has emerged as quite a threat for the surg- 
ing Vikings (8 -i) .

Turnovers emerge as a problem 

Remember when Derrick Rose drew the headlines for 
wreaking havoc with a record set by Lew Alcindor? 

Rose’s scintillating performance in Game i of the Bulls’ 
first-round playoff series against Boston last April, in which 
he scored 36 points to tie Alcindor’s 39 -year-old record for 
scoring in a rookie playoff debut, is a distant, if pleasant, 
memory 

The fresher memories are from Saturday night, when 
Rose posted his second seven-turnover game of the young 
season and Bucks point guard Brandon Jennings smashed 
Alcindor’s 40 -year-old franchise mark for rookie scoring by 
dropping 55 points on the Warriors. 

Currently, Jennings is getting the national love reserved 
for Rose last season. Closer to home, the Bulls are still try- 
ing to get Rose back on track. 


“Three or four of his turnovers were plays he usually 
makes,” coach Vinny Del Negro said. “We’ll continually 
work with him on that stuff He threw this one pass over 
the top on this pick-and-roll, and we’ve been working with 
him to step through. Those floating passes get picked off 
We can’t have that many turnovers.” 

Rose knows. One is too many for him. 

“I need to get low with the ball and protect it,” Rose said. 

Rose continues to shoot at a solid percentage and the 
fact that six of his seven field goals against Philadelphia on 
Saturday came on drives or floaters is an encouraging sign. 
But through nine games— granted, a small sample— his 
three turnovers per game is .51 higher than last season’s 
average, while his assists average (5.3) is one fewer. 

“They’re staying on me until I get the ball out of my 
hands,” Rose said. ‘A lot of my turnovers are when I pass it 
back (out of the double-team). They’re tipping those.”

5 things (other than burgers) 
we love about DMK Burger Bar 


By M. Kathleen Pratt 

Michael Kornick knows fine dining. 
He’s made a name for himself locally 
and racked up plenty of national rec- 
ognition over the past decade with 
his River North restaurant, MK (868 
N, Franklin St, 312-482-9179), But 
these are not fine dining times— at 
least not for everyone— and Kornick 
knows it. 

So he teamed up with long- 
time family friend David Morton 
(Morton’s, the Steakhouse) to do 
something different: DMK Burger 
Bar (2954 N, Sheffield Ave, 773-360- 
8686), They’ve gone aU in at the week- 
old Lakeview spot, blasting music 
and stocking the coolers with beer 
and the shelves with bourbon to cre- 
ate an atmosphere that’s as much bar 
as it is restaurant. 

About those burgers: They’re good. 
Very good. At $8 each, they’re also a 
deal, especially given that they’re 
made with grass-fed beef (There also 


are turkey burgers and a lamb burger, 
as well as veggie patties,) And despite 
an abundance of toppings, including 
heavy-hitters such as roasted green 
chdes, barbecue sauce and Amish 
blue cheese, condiment combos 
aren’t overwhelming. This is what 
happens when a chef like Kornick 
brings fine-dining sensibilities to a 
common hunk of beef 
Kor nick’s also spent a lot of time 
thinking about these burgers. He first 
started developing the idea in 2003, 
and he and Morton started in earnest 
in 2007, Chicago has needed a spot 
like DMK, he argues, “Chicago is the 
only major city I know where I can’t 
name more than one or two burger 
places ... and a chef-driven burger 
joint? Non-existent,” 

Stdl, this city has a lot of spots to 
grab a good burger and a beer. Why 
bother with DMK? In a single open- 
ing-week visit, we found five good 
reasons — in addition to the burgers. 


[|Buns 

Developed 
specifically 
for DMK over 
four months 
of trials, these 
toasty rounds, 
griddled up with 
sweet cream butter, 
are perfectly fitted to the 
5-ounce patties. For once, we weren’t left 
awkwardly holding hunks of bread when our 
burgers were gone. They’re smaller and squatter 
than average, but developed with such scientific 
precision that they perform their all-important 
anchoring and sauce-absorbing duties with ease. 


B Cocktcins^ 


DMK proudly promotes favored breweries, 

wineries and distilleries on a board 
behind the bar, and it’s hard not 
to notice it’s an all-American 
lineup. “If American food 
centers around the burger to 
some degree, then I wanted 
an all-American craft beer 


list,” explains Kornick. That list is solid, but 
the cocktails, which rely heavily on boutique 
distilleries such as Death’s Door and North Shore, 
were a treat we didn’t expect from a 
burger joint. Our favorite: Madame 
Geneva’s Rhubarb Delight ($10), 

Hendrick’s gin and lime soda 
served with a cocktail spoon 
of gingered rhubarb jam for 
you to stir in before sipping. 


B Mac cheese 

Kornick’s serious about cheese-the menu 
uses nine different artisanal cheeses altogether- 
but the key to the mac is restraint. It’s not too 
rich or too cheesy, and it’s portioned just right for 
sharing or to order as a small meal by itself. Our 
pick: No. 2, gruyere and rigatoni 
served over 
a thin layer 

balsamic- 
marinated 
onions and 
topped with 
crunchy bits of 
bacon ($6). 


Fries 

DMK’s salty fries, crisped up with beef fat, had a 
more than adequate test period-they’re identical 
to those served at MK. Except here, there 
are five different kinds. Our server 

declared the sweet potato variety with 
lemon-Tabasco aioli ($2) an early 
frontrunner, but we’d find it hard 
to resist ordering the parmesan- 
topped fries with truffle cream ($3) 
again. 


B Ice cream sandwiches 

Kornick can’t take all the credit for these, since the 
chewy cookies come from Lincoln Park’s soon- 
to-open Cookie Bar and the ice cream is 
from Oak Park creamery Petersen’s. 

But we give him props for playing 
matchmaker and bringing it all 
together. Choose from chocolate 
chip cookies and vanilla bean ice 
cream or chocolate cookies and 
coffee ice cream ($4 each).

What’s tougher: Being on the road for nine 
months straight or winning “American Idol”?

It gave me a platform, 
but there is something a little unnerving about 
going on stage once a week and singing for 
your life in front of 30 million people.

‘American Idol” champion Kris AUen, who once traveled the world on 
church missionary trips, took an equally wayfaring approach to record 
his new album, working in studios across the U.S, 

“Name a big city and I probably recorded a song there,” Allen said 
while discussing his self-titled debut, which drops Tuesday 

The album, Allen’s first since winning top-rated TV signing show 
‘American Idol,” was mostly written and produced while he toured 
the U.S. this past summer with “Idol” runner-up Adam Lambert and 
the other lo finalists from the show. 

The Arkansas native recorded songs in Boston, L.A., NewTbrk, 
Milwaukee and other cities. 

“It was pretty crazy, and kind of weird switching your mind from 
tour mode to writing and recording mode,” he said. 

Allen, 24, was the center of a carousel of songwriters who included 
“Idol” alumnus Chris Daughtry and Joe King of rock band The Fray, 
but AHen was instrumental in penning nine of the record’s 12 tracks. 

One single, “Live Like We’re Dying,” was released in September 
and is currently ranked 39th in airplay on radio stations playing Top 
40 music, said tracking firm Mediabase. 

“It’s got a really jumpy chorus that I feel people can really get into, 
turn the windows down in their car and sing along with it,” he said. 

When AUen was stiU a college student in 2007, he made alow-budget, 
self-released album called “Brand New Shoes.” But he said making his 
latest EP through 19 Recordings, a record company run by ‘American 
Idol” creator Simon Fuller, was a completely different experience. 

Allen had the luxury of time, for one thing, unlike when he booked 
the studio himself on his first album and had only a few days to record. 
This time, he also included exotic instruments, including a sitar, and 
experimented with different styles, from pop to the blues. 

Allen’s “Idol” fans will recognize his cover version of rap star Kanye 
West’s song “Heartless,” which Allen performed on the show and also 
recorded for the album. Another track, “Red Guitar,” predates Allen’s 
“Idol” run and is the only song on the album he wrote on his own. 

Before joining ‘American Idol,” Allen traveled widely on church 
missionary trips, touching down in such countries as Thailand and 
Mozambique. Even though he said his faith is important to him, he 
has no plans to release an album of Christian songs. 

As for the future, the singer said he hopes to go back on the road- 
on an international tour. 

“I have always wanted to go to Australia,” he said. “I’ve been to a lot 
of places, but I never have been there.”
